oue It sussseds woll o mauy places, but
Dot 1 others, o grows very poorly in
Huavrlsbarge, while it doss woll in Erlo and
momo other pacts of the stato, It is not so
hardy and dvs pot lust more than o fow
yoars and seldom boars more than five or
seven years. In Derks county it doea
well for about threo  yoars out  of
seven. [t bas beeu wvoticed that the
Catawba doos muoh better when it is
allowed to olimb on trees, or is traived on
lofty tivllises,  The latter £hiould never be
less thun ten feet in bolght, and fourteen
leet 1o beight is still botter,

The next varioty of grapo presentod by
Dr. Calder was the Martha, [t is not so
hardy as the others, but its frait s admir
able, It wos bied from w sedling of  the

Cunocord by Mr. Milles, who sold the tirst
viwo obiatned to Me, Koox, of ittsburg,
for 500, Mr. Calder then wt somo length
wave divections for setiing out n vioeysed,
Grape vivea do pot da s well in wol
grouad as oo stony Ll sides, The vines
should bo sst out iu raws tsa font apart.
The Ameriean grapos, Bke the Amerioan
man, don't Itk ¢ bo wwdod, and dons
better whoen it hans plonty of room. Hae
mlvised training tho vines on  trellises
rnther than tying thom to stakes as tho
Europeans do.  Posts set at proper inter-
vuls nnd govered with galvanized wiro are
ln rome rospeo's botter than the weoden
tivibim,  Dre. Cabder advised the selection
vl youlug vioes, not more than two  years
old, rathor than older ones for the vine
yard, nod gave elaborate directions for
travling and prupiog them, He held that
# vineyand properly culuivated and man
sgoed vhould last at least a hundred yoars,
Ur, Loring's Addross,

Dr. Gerge B, Loring, United States ecom
missioper of agriculture, was vext wtro-
duced. He congratulated the farmoers
present ou the suceess whioh attended this
their tirst iostitute, and thought thero was

wuo oocasion for De, Wickersham to apolo
gizo forit.  Dr. Loring said be eame (rom
Massachusetts where the soil was bacren
and the crops light, aud he felt that he
oould say nothiog inatraotive to the farm
ern of Lancaster connty who raise enor
mousorops, Ho would therefore surrondes
the wholo busiuess to them—they kunow
all ubont wheat oulture and fruit euleare
amd stock  raisiog and oreameries anad
other farm mattors, and why should he
attempt to instract them. when on his
own farm the grass grow 8o poorly that
Lancas er county covws wonldn't eatit, and
the whent so poor that a Lanoaster couuty
furmer wouldn't roap it.  He would how
ever talk to them on the possibilitios of
Awmorican agrioulture, From statistios,
Dr. Loring prosented to the institute the
actunl  tigurea  of the  wondeifal
wealth  of the  agricultural  interests
of PPeppsylvania, - -her millions  of
busbels of cercals, her cattle, borses
wheop, vegetables and fruit, presenting a
pletare ol wdustry, eoterprise and pros-
perity that cannot be equalled by any on
tion in tho world,  OF all men the farmer
should be proud of his occupation, bis
woalth apd his ocomfortable surcoundings.
\While uatives of all the couutries of the
world tloek to America, what Amorican
furmer would for & momept think of im-
proviog his condition by emigrating to
Norway, Bweden or other European
conptries!  An Ameriean farmer would
die of "' tweness " in Japan and burn his
wooden plow to koep his fumily warm, Dr,
Loring then contrasted the German, Eog-
linb, French and [talian systems of farm
ing with vur own, sbhowing the great su-
perfority we possess over all others, The
one great oause of our rosperity
in  the subdivision of the land
into farms, the ownership of &he
land o fee, the right to dispose of
it by sale duriog life or by will after death.
These advantages ho contrasted with dia.
advautages under which the Eoglish
tenant tarmer governs—whose rent s
governed by his skill ; if he is8 a good
farmer bo is taxed to death, aod it he is n
bad one ho starves to death,

Auother great advaotage of the M'oun
sylvauin farmer is the local market be
finde for bis products amovg manu-
facturers, It is shown by statistios that
where the farming population s 30 per
osnt. of the whole population, tho farmer
oarns §100 per Liead per pnpum g uwnd
whoro the furming population is 70 per
coent, of ithe whole, he earus but #100 per
head, Hewce the advantages of baving a
looal markot among manufaocturers, -
